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COLONEL OF THE REGIMENT’S MESSAGE 


Despite the uncertain international and domestic environment in 1989, the Regiment demonstrated 
again its capabilities to develop and implement sound plans and to fulfill assigned missions — qualities which 
were evident in the outstanding conduct of its assignments in the United Nations Force in Cyprus (UNFICYP) 
and the smooth manner in which it resumed its duties in the Special Service Force (SSF) on return to 
Canada. Similarly, C Squadron RCD, Gagetown, continued to provide excellent support to the Combat 
Training Centre and vigorously prepared to assume an operational tasking in the NATO area. 

Our Colonel-in-Chief, H.R.H. The Prince of Wales, during my audience in February 1989, showed a 
keen interest in all aspects of the Regiment, particularly the matters affecting its future. He also expressed 
the hope that his responsibilities would allow a visit to his Regiment in the not too distant future. 

During the year, my wife and | were privileged to visit the Regiment in Cyprus and Petawawa, C 
Squadron RCD and the Armour School in Gagetown, and extra-regimentally employed Dragoons in Europe 
and Canada. In all locations we found strong regimental spirit and noted the high respect in which Dragoons 
are held by their associates. 

While the future organization, equipment, tasking and training of the Canadian Army remains in a state 
of flux, the Regiment must continue to fulfill its tasking for the defence of Canada and North America and 
also continue its development as an armoured regiment capable of performing effectively in any theatre of 
operation in high, medium or low-intensity warfare or in peace restoring or peacekeeping missions. In our 
national circumstances, this will not be easy. It will require strong leadership, motivation and morale in the 
Regiment and local support from the regimental family. 

For 1990 and beyond, the primary tasks of all members must be: (1) the expansion and sustainment of 
The Royal Canadian Dragoons Association; (2) financial support to complete the ceremonial uniform project 
and; (3) establishment of a long-term fund development programme to support the major objectives of the 
Guild of The Royal Canadian Dragoons. Ample opportunities to achieve these aims will be provided by the 
celebration of the 50th Anniversary of the Royal Canadian Armoured Corps in 1990 and the plans and pro. 
jects leading to the celebration in 1993 of the 110th Anniversary of the formation of the Regiment. 

Based on past performance, | am certain that all Dragoons will rally round and put forth the effort nocen 


sary to ensure a bright future for the Regiment. Le

A San started off the year 1989 running and never 
looked back. The first two weeks were devoted to ATI and 
then we prepared our beloved Cougars for six months stor- 
age in anticipation of our deployment to Cyprus. 

On the 23rd of January, the Sqn reconfigured to the 
Cyprus slate, being augmented by personnel from B Sqn 
and 33 eager young Militia soldiers from across Canada. 
Pré-deployment training exercised such necessary skills as 
shooting, communications, FIBUA, and OP procedures, 
culminating in Exercise Sector III. However, conducted 
within the: confines of Base Petawawa in minus 20° Celsius 
weather, Exercise Sector II] was a far cry from what was to 
come. 

With the prospect of living in a hot climate for the next 
six months, A Sqn made a concerted effort to get in as 
much skiing at Calabogie Peaks as our training schedule 
would allow. Indeed, it was with fond memories of the 
Canadian Winter that the Advance Party departed for 
Cyprus on the 23rd of February. 


The Lord Strathcona’s Horse (Royal Canadians) anx- 
iously awaited our arrival. Without much ado, the soldiers 
from A Sqn were pushed into the line to learn their new 
duties, manning OPs and conducting foot patrols in the 
Buffer Zone from the Cyprus Prisons to Ortona House. 
After the delayed arrivals of Main | and Il flights, A Sqn 
(now City Sqn) under Major Ray Richards and SSM Bob 
Mokler began its “domination of Nicosia”. It was not long 
before the Sqn was put through its paces. 

The 19th of March, the day the Women’s Walk Home 
Movement was to storm the U.N. controlled Buffer Zone, 
passed quietly within City Sqn’s boundaries. The Maginot 
Line of barbed wire barricades put tn by the Sqn in the 
inner city had deterred the demonstrators from visiting their 
normal targets in Nicosia. Unfortunately, Rural Sqn was not 
as lucky and were overwhelmed by women at Stavros Hill. 


After the demonstration was over, the Sqn settled 
down into the often quiet routine of peace-keeping. The 
troops made themselves comfortable in Ledra Palace and 
the various line houses: Maple, Frezenberg and Irish 
Bridge. Rotations every six weeks between houses kept 
the challenges fresh for the soldiers in the OPs. Sunday 
beach runs to Ayia Napa, 48 hour passes and U.N. leave 
became an important part of City Sqn’s R and R program. 
Sports events and competitions such as the Dancon 
Marches, the UNFICYP Mil Skills, basketball, volleyball, 
swimming and baseball also received maximum participa- 
tion by the members of the Sqn. 

Nonetheless, City Sqn had a job to do, and it was 
one it took very seriously. Policing the Buffer Zone,

weapon pointing incidents, rock throwing and diffusing 
hot situations at all levels became a way of life. The area 
around Beaver Lodge was the most volatile sector in the 
city because of the close proximity of the Greeks and 
Turks, separated only by meters. The Unmanning (or 
U.N. Manning as some soldiers called it) which occurred 
on the 17th of May changed all that. In the critical areas 
around Beaver Lodge and Ledra Palace both sides pulled 
back in order to ease tensions. The U.N. put in six more 
OPs to monitor these areas, and City Sqn’s reserve troop 
was put into the line as Citadelle Troop. The Beaver 
Lodge area, now devoid of Greeks and Turks became 
downright boring. 

While June passed quietly, July was quite the oppo- 
site. Three weeks of demonstrations came to a climax 
when several thousand women broke through the Buffer 
Zone at Beaver Lodge and demonstrated for 30 hours. City 
Sqn assisted by soldiers from the other sectors performed 
well in the crush of the crowds and the blazing mid-day 
sun. 

That was not all. The demonstration had heightened 
political anxiety and UNFICYP was directed to take some 
very serious measures. The battle procedure and pre- 
deployment for Operation Polar Bear was one of the Sqn’s 
finest moments, as years of training for many soldiers 
nearly came to use. City Sqn had shown how truly profes- 
sional and well-oiled it had become in its months in Cyprus. 


By mid-August, life for City Sqn had returned to nor- 
mal. City Sqn prepared to say farewell to its posted person- 
nel and its Militia augmentees. All had served well. With 
the arrival of our replacements from 1RCR, City Sqn bid 
the Island of Love goodbye and moved on to bigger and 
better things. 

Upon return to Petawawa, we reverted back to A Sqn, 
now under Major Walt Natynczyk and SSM Fred Bierhorst. 
ATI and the Tank Crew Commander's Course ensured the 
month of October did not drag by. Soldiers not involved on 
the crew commander course were off expanding their own 
horizons, learning either Cougar gunnery or D and M. 
Leliefontein celebrations and Gun Camp kept life in high 
gear. At the end of November, early December, the 
Squadron was ready to roll-out on exercise, albeit only for 
two separate days. Much was learned, and the Squadron 
displayed the potential to work very well together. Finally, 
Christmas leave was upon us, giving the hardworking sol- 
diers of A Sqn a well-deserved break after a long fruitful 
year.

In the beginning, they were called Recce soldiers. 

1989 was an eventful year for the Regiment, and 
not in the least for Recce Sqn. It was the year of the 
odessey to the Land of Aphrodite. So January kicked off 
with the integration of a troop from 2 CER and 30 Militia 
soldiers into the Sqn in preparation for OP SNOW- 
GOOSE 51. 

Under the able leadership of Maj Black and SSM 
Wonderham, we conducted our pre-Cyprus training 
which included Ex Sector Three. The soldiers were 
exposed to the rigours of life in the OPs (albeit at 
minus 20°C as opposed to 40°C) and the troop leaders 
were initiated in the demanding job of Duty Officer. 
Following the training we were granted a week and a 
half of embarkation leave in preparation for our deploy- 
ment and to bid farewell to our families. 

Our arrival in sunny Cyprus was a culture shock to 
say the least. For many young Recce soldiers it was 
their first time away from Canada. After a quick AAG in 
the BBC, we were whisked off to the Rural Sqn which 
was soon re-christened to “Kebab Sqn” after the 
indigenous population of goats. The travel weary 
Kebab soldiers were astounded by their new homes. 
They were deposited in such scenic spots as war torn 
Ortona, the breathtaking plains of Central (especially at 
55°C) and the rustic beauty of the ancient town of 
Louroujina. 

We stoically accepted our spartan blue accommo- 
dations and began the task of peacekeeping in earnest. 
Soon our tans began to deepen and our troop drivers 
learned to drive like the locals. In the words of Lt Frank: 
“We were the real soldiers of Sector Three. Rugged 
men, unpampered by the luxuries of life in Ledra Palace 
and BBC.” 

The Sqn’s baptism of fire came early with the 
Women’s Walk Home demonstration, in which thou- 
sands of Greek-Cypriot women staged a symbolic 
march in the buffer zone at Stavros Hill. To complicate 
matters, the women were met by a Turkish counter- 
demonstration. Only the “thin blue line” of Kebab and 
HQ Sqns augmented by Danes and Austrians stood 
between the two opposing groups. 
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Stavros Hill, March 89. 
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Leliefontein, November 1989. 


Indeed, this demonstration set the pace for the 
remainder of our tour. We were faced with shootings, 
more demonstrations, over-manning of Greek and Turk 
OPs, BZ fires and the regular OP shifts and escorts. 
Nonetheless, six months flew by quickly, and before we 
knew it, the RCR had arrived to take our place on the 
line. The ensuing two weeks were filled with handovers, 
troop parties and last minute trips to Ayia Napa beach. 
Then, on September 13, 1989, the last members of the 
Sqn were finally on Canadian soil again. 

The return to our families was warm but short- 
lived. After a quick leave period Recce Sqn was once 
again involved in an ATI. The soldiers displayed their 
drive and dove into the task at hand, earning a good 
rating for the Sqn. Soon we were swamped with train- 
ing. We had to push aside our peace-keeper’s mind- 
set and retrain ourselves in our combat role: 
RECONNAISSANCE! 

SSM Rousseau, unexposed to six months of Raki 
and Efes, decided to break the fatty bits off our bodies 
with a rigorous PT schedule. Some Recce soldiers went 
off on their CLC, while others attended jump courses, 
the Light Track Course and even the Crew Commander 
Course. Leliefontein weekend was a huge success in 
bringing the Sqn closer together. The small arms gun 
camp also allowed Recce Sqn to strut its stuff. Indeed, 
the new improved post Cyprus Sqn was better than 
ever, notable achievements including: winning sports 
day, Tpr Kelly topping his CLC course and MCpl 
Godden winning the Eckhart Memorial Trophy for the 
best Junior NCO in the Regiment. 

As 1990 approaches, we must reflect on the past 
year. It was probably the busiest since our return from 
Germany and definitely one of the best. We made many 
new friends — both overseas and at home. 

The new year will begin with Exercise Proud Flag 
and Merritt Cup 90 looming on the horizon. We expect 
that next year will be as successful as the one just past.

The fall of 1989 for The Royal Canadian Dragoons has 
been the fall of courses.
